Pork was dene in three shifts* Two 
or throe additional workshops for the construction of bridges were built from 
19l*7 to September 1950. 

3o The plant covered an area of about 1*50 * 300 meters. The plant consisted mainly

O tenders^ streetcars and rail-motor cars; steel structures for bridges, and towers 
Q for radio transmitting stations 0 During the period of observation, 250 railroad 
cars were produced in six months, 1*0 streetcars with trailers in three months and 
30 mine locomotives in eight months* The production was regular and was never in- 
terrupted* Once, the U.S.S.R. placed special orders v/ithlhe plant for the delivery 
of 250 standard-gauge boxcars with four-axles, 60 tons carrying capacity *ud with 
a reinforced frame, and of 150 standard -gauge well earSj 9 of 60 tons carrying w 
capacity, with four axles, and superstructure. The first order ran from 19**9 to 
1950, and the second order from 191*8 to 1950.

Bridges were also 
continuously produced. In 191*8 and 19l*9, components were produced for a steel frame 
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'brldge- which was scheduled to be used to cross the Vistula River between w arson 
and Praga * The various components were welded, assembled, snd again disassembled 
in the bridge assembly shop and then chipped bp rail. Immediately afterwards, 
the construction of an additional steel frame bridge was started which was sche- 
duled to be delivered to Rumania* In 19ltC and 19U9* various transmitting towers 
were produced including three towers, each 100 meters high, for Lodz, and one 
tower, 375 meters high, for Warsaw* These towers were built to a height of hi 
meters and then were dispatched by rail. I 

5o Shipments of steel parts and sheet metal came from the nearby Huta Kosciuszko*

nationals* The plant had about 2,000 workers, most of .whom were Germans* **any 
workers were women* -tost departments worked in two 2-hour .shifts, although three 
shifts were worked in some departments * Special attention was given to professional

7° The plant was surrounded by a wire fence, ab»-ut 2 meters high. It was guarded by 
special plant police wearing blue uniforms and armed with rifles * Guards with dogs 
regularly patrolled the plant during the night* .Ml plant employees hac an identifi- 
cation card which had to be produced when they entered the plant* Employees who 
were dismissed had to turn in their identification card * 

S* The plant was continuously inspected by Polish and Soviet officials and military 

personnel* Russian# were present only when the plant had to fulfill an order for the 
TJ.S«S*R« A commission from Rumania visited the plant in 1950 when a large bridge 
was being built for Rumania* Although all these commissions visited the entire plant 
they spent most of their time in the departments where their orders were being 
produced*
